a positive HD DNA test result does not give informeti 
about age of onset of symptoms, severity of sympt 
nor prognosis. 
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e Review inheritance pattern (including penetrance 
and expressivity) 
e autosomal dominant 
e trinucleotide repeat 
e age related penetrance 
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e Discuss reproductive options (e.g. assisted reproductive 
technologies, adoption, taking risk and no additional 
pregnancies) when appropriate 


e Review management recommendations/options 
including screening protocols 
e Neurologist 
e Professional psychological support 
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e Address psychosocial issues 
e anticipatory guidance (the what ifs) 
e patient and family reaction to diagnosis 
e need for community support services 


e Pre-symtomatic testing usually requires more that 
visit 
e Visit 1: information and counseling 
e Visit 2: neurological examination with additional counseli 
e Visit 3: results 
e Many centers now combine visits 1 &2. 
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e Disclosure of the test result 
e Implications for patient and family 
e Coping strategies 


e Follow-up in short and long term
